He took an active part 
in the recent capture of Changsha 
and insisted on personally directing 

itary operations at the front, it 
is reported. 

On the afternoon of August 3, tha 
Communist army, having beseiged 
Changsha for six days and six 
nights, met a decisive defeat at the 
hands "of Government troops and 
retreated in disorder in the direcs 
tion of Pingkiang and Livyang, 
Prior to the retreat, however, they, 
launched a series of furious ‘offen 
Sives against the Hunan troops with 
the intention of breaking through 
the Government lines.

Having made several attempts, 
over last week-end, to break through 
and failed, with the loss of hundreds 
cf men, they employed an unusual 
tactic used by a Chinese general 
thousands of years ago. Gathering 
nore than 1,000 buffaloes and fast- 
ening their tails together with cot- 
ton, they poured petroleum on the 
cotton and set it alight. Pained by 
the burning of their tails, the 
animals became maddened and they 
dashed forward 50 fiercely that no 
human Jeing could step them. 


However, the Chinese general 
‘thousands of years ago succeeded in 
defeating his enemies by employing 
this method because, no guns were 
‘usod, but now powerful guns are 
employed. The wild buffaloes dash- 
ing forward were subjected to 
heavy fire from the government 
troops with the result that they 
were greatly frightened and sud- 
denly turned round, creating ecn- 
fusion among the’ “Red” army. 
‘Those which reached the barbed 
wire entanglement were electrocuted. 

‘Tho “‘Sinwanpao” further reports 
that the “Red” army have forced 
farmers to enlist and, arming them 
with spears, made them fight in the 
first battle line with the result that,

Communists Conter Chekiang,

A 
friend who is in touch with the 
yamens hove added further informa- 
tion of the rumours referred to 
which is to the effect that quite 
ntly a body of Fukien soldiers, 
variously estimated at 3,000 to 1,000, 
crossed the border into South 
Chekiang and captured the city of| 
‘Vai-Shun.

LIKIN ABOLITION 
POSTPONED 


Shanghai, Sept. 4. 

Although the Ministry of Finance’ 
‘has long fixed October 10 next to 
be the date on which China would 
abolish her likin duty and instal a 
new “National Tariff,” judging from 
the fact that after the abolition 
‘of Likin the Government would not 
bbe able to secure enough funds to 
meet her denfands, particularly at| 
this time, when’ the expedition 
‘against the North is at its height, 
the Governments proposal in this 
respect will be postponed indefinitely. 

On this subject a special interview 
was granted by a responsible official 
of the Ministry and a correspondent | 
of the Kuo Wen News Agency at 
the Shanghai Office of the Ministry 
this afternoon. In theory, said the 
Ministry's spokesman, likin ought | 
to have been done away with long 
ago, as it does the people no good 
but’ rather harm, In fact, the 
Government finds it very difficult} 
to have this “tax” abolished. Under 
present conditions, the Ministry 
believes that even the “Trade Tax,”’ 
which has caused much complaint: 
from the people, is not s0 easy to| 
abolish. 

‘The simple reason is that the 
Government is now at war with the 
insurgents and requires much money 
to finance the expedition, Moreover, 
since the Government has not yet! 
been able to unify her finance she 
would be in great danger if she gives 
up her revenue sources in the form 
Jof likin and received none from the 
various provincial governments, 

Judging from present circumst 
ances, it will not be possible for| 
the Government to abolish likin and 
to instal a new national tariff by. 
October 10, In my personal opinion, 
the Ministry's representative con- 
cluded, the earliest date for doing, 
this would be in the 20th year of 
the Republic, that is to say 1931— 
Kuo Wen.

THE TRADE OF CHINA 
Sept. 5. 

Mr, H. D. Hilliard, Statistical 
Secretary of the Chinese Cus- 
toms, is to be congratulated on 
the compilation of his report on 
the country’s trade for the year 
1929, portions of which are re- 
produced in the “North-China 
Daily News” to-day. Editorially 
it is extremely difficult to com- 
ment upon the report, as with 
the true instinet of the assessor 
of values, Mr. Hilliard has done 
most of that work himself, Of 
real interest, however, is to 
emphasize such a paragraph a8 
the following:— 

It has been noted in the course of 
this report how trade was hampered 
by the disruption of communications 
and insecurity due to piracy and 
brigandage, with the result that in 
many cases produce could not xeach 
the seaboard for shipment abroad 
‘and that, when it did arrive, the 
price was exorbitant and out of all 
proportion to production costs and 
China was unable to take advantage 
of the favourable markets offering 
for her produce. It is a world-wide 
maxim that markets once lost, are 
not so easily regained, and, if China 
to meet her competitors on equal 
terms, it ie incumbent on everyone 
loyally to support the Government 
in attisting. 1 to Introduce. thowe 
reforms in inland taxation which 
the Minister of Finance has de- 
monstrated are necessary for sound 
ind successful trading conditions 
ind which the Government is 
xxious to see enforced, while 
systems of transport must be 
developed and freed from the chain 
of militarism. Much has already 
been done, and still more is being 
attempted, but it cannot be too 
strongly: emphasized that, while 
these essentials axe lacking, the vat 
agricultural and mineral resoure 
of the country, which constitute th 
foundation of its future strength and 
independence, will lie to a great 
Jextent wasted or untouched. Traders 
and merchants will also do well to 
organize effective measures to check 
adulteration, of which frequent com- 
plaint is heard on all sides, and at 
‘the same time to encourage farmers 
to. improve their methods of 
cultivation. 

‘The percentage of revenue 
contributed by the principal 
ports during the year 1929 shows 
Shanghai to be still going ahead 
in comparison with others.

stantial increase in the volume 
of trade is to the credit of 
Shanghai, and it will be a 
pertinent question asked whether 
the tendency will not increase 
for this port to be China’s great 
mart for its foreign commerce.

‘Northumberland has marked the 
passing of a great figure behind 
the right wing of the Con- 
servative Party in England. Tt 
would be untrue to say that the! 
Duke controlled or strongly in- 
fluenced the party policy as a 
whole, but in his steadfast, 
championship of the privileges 
of his order and his virtual pro- 
prietorship of the “Morning 
Post,” he constituted a powerful 
personality on which a large 
section of Conservative opinion 
greatly relied. In a sense too, he 
was, perhaps, the last of ‘the 
Dukes who took a lively interest 
in English polities. ‘The future 
of the “Morning Post”, now that 
he is dead, will be a matter of 
some interest. It is the oldest

was done to the passengers, except 
a little shaking-up.

‘As far as could be ascertained, no 
passengers lost their lives | ale 
though several suffered from cuts 
and braises, The cars were of 
steel throughout, and dd not buckle 
at all. 

Fortunately the accident oecur- 
red near a wayside station, and it 
was possible to get a message 
through to Chang-te immediately. 
Within 1 hours the breakdown 
train had arrived, and it was not 
very long before they had zot all 
wreckage clear of the line and fixe 
up the rails s> that the two te 
maining cars could be taken past.

ender, ‘The Harbin dollar con- 
Uinues to be over 20 per cent. lower 
than the Mukden dollar “notes, 
though the Manchurian authorities 
are trying their best to bring it to 
the same value. Recently an order 
was received from Mukden that all 
the local Chinese Banks shall con- 
duct their transactions in Yuan 
presumably menning Mukden dollar 
notes. We do not see, however, 
that this will improve the Harbin 
notes which are/not used south of 
Changchun, where they are  ex- 
changed by local exchange-shops at

the exchange-shops continue to 
give a premium on the Mukden 
notes. 

‘As long a8 Government, Institu-

‘Though Harbin can boast of quite 
a number of Russian Churches, a 
new one is to be started almost im- 
mediately, the money being furnis 
ed by the Russian Orthodox Mission 
of Peking, who own a large plot 
of ground in the Pristan, on which 
is already a small chureh but which 
is now found to be too small. ‘This 
edifice which lies somewhat back of 
the plot will not be touched, but a 
larger one will be built in front. 
Police returns show that the number 
of Russians in Harbin has consider- 
ably increased during the past year, 
and this specially applies to Russian 
dmigrés, as a great number of Rus- 
‘who have hitherto been| 
Russia have man- 
age ‘across the frontier. 
‘They get into Chinese territory and 
immediately destroy their  Soviet| 
papers and become Russian émigrés.| 


‘The Opium Harvest 


‘The writer some time ago had 
coceasion to refer to the large num- 
ber of Chinese coolies. who proceed- 
ed by steamer down the Sungari to 
points on the Ussuri river, for the 
epium harvest. It should’ first be 
remarked that Chinese-owned steam- 
ers have this season been freely 
allowed by the Soviet authorities, 
though they have their gunboats on 
the “Amur, to proceed from the 
mouth of ‘the Sungari along the 
Chinese side of the river both to| 
Saghalian, Tahetho which lies op- 
posite to Blagovestchensk as well 
fas on the Chinese side of the Ussuri 
River as far as Iman. If one takes 
a glance at the map of Manchuria 
one finds that there is a big stretch 
of Chinese territory bounded on the 
East by the Ussuri River and th 
west by the Sungari and it is in this 
north-east corner of Heilunkiang 
Province that opium growing is 
taking place on a large scale. It is 
more a less wild territory, sparsely; 
inhabited and unhampered by Chi- 
nese officials, ; 

‘These Chinese opium farmers, 
who take what land they want, are 
always short of labour when’ the 
‘erop has to be gathered and as this 
has to be done during a short 
period, they hold out dig induce- 
ments’ to coolies who are paid as 
mmuch as $a day for thelr works 
‘and who %tome to this district in 
big numbers, staying but a couple 
of months. 
over the coolies are now returning 
‘and the Customs officials are on the| 
alert to make some big hauls of 
the drug, which all finds its way 
eventually to Harbin. ‘The steamers 
coming from the Ussuri are carefully 
searched, but the smugglers being 
prepared for this, usually employ 
other means of conveying the con- 
trabarid, It is as often as not brought 
overland to Fugdin and other points| 
fon. the Sungari and shipped on| 
from there by Junk or som 
loaded and stored away in a) 
steamer which is proceeding to 
Harbin from Tahetho. Recently on! 
fone of these latter vessels a big! 
haul was made by wary Customs- 
‘men who succeeded in unearthing 
about $70,000 worth of this drug! 
which had been carefully concealed 
by some of the crew,” 

Gangs of Russian Bandits 

All is not quiet on the Western 
section of the C.ER. Recently there| 
have been two attempts at train-| 
wrecking which were averted in the 
nick of time. In one ease some 
sleepers were. placed ‘on the rails, 
but luckily a Chinese track-wateh- 
‘man spotted them.in time to stop 
a local train which runs between|

‘The culprits are thought to, be] 
hunghutze, who spectally wished to 
wreck this train, which carried 
numbers of well-to-do Chinese 
bringing money along with them to 
Harbin to bank. In the second case

fof the express-train even though it} 
was dark managed to pull up| 
buddenly by putting the breaks on 
so that passengers got, off with 
nothing worse than a bad scare 
Jand jolting owing to the sudden| 
stop. of the train. 

‘An inquiry is now being held by 
the railway authorities. It is} 
thought that some discontented| 
railwayman committed the deed. 

"The Chinese military authorities 
‘are considerably worried over: the| 
raids that are taking place at dlf- 
ferent stations along the lin 
frell as. at_places away frofi. the 
railway itself. It appears  that| 
Jorganized bodies of well-armed and| 
mounted Russians who call them-| 
selves partisans, but who are n0| 
fvetter than bandits, are swooping] 
down on railway and other settle- 
ments and stealing all the cattle 
they can lay their hands on. 

Daily losses of horses, oxen and! 
jeep are reported but in every] 
instance the raiders get clear away 
with their loot. At _ important| 
stations like Bubaidou, Russian re-| 
sidents have received leiters demand. 
ing that they shall pay sums of 
money or otherwise they will have 
their eattle taken away. In every 
instance amounts ranging from 
'$200 to $3,000 is mentioned and the’ 
proper name and address of the 
Russian appears on the missives. It} 
is thus clear that these organized 
rangs—for there are several—are 
‘well acquainted with the locality] 
‘and have an intimate knowledge| 
concerning the means and resources 
‘of the residents. In the Barim| 
district where a certain amount of 
pir is under cultivation, some] 
hunghutze are showing activity, and 
have killed a few Chinese who 
resisted parting with what th 
were supposed to have, in one 
instance a Russian woman living 
‘with a Chinese was badly wounded, 
her husband being away from home) 
‘when the raid took place. 
Reports from Hailar, which is the! 
centre of the wool-trade for North. 
Manchuria stato that this year there 
is practically no business at all, 
agents of large foreign firms ‘who| 
have their headquarters at Tientsin’ 
refraining from buying at all, nor} 
are they sending their representa-| 
tives and buyers into Mongolia to 
make their usual purchases direct 
from the Mongols themselves. It 
also appears that the latter have 
difficulties in coming to Hailar, being 
stopped by Soviet agents, who are 
fanxious to divert the whole trade 
to the Baikal district, Nevertheless| 
a number of Mongols manage to| 
reach Hailar and are selling the 

wool to Chinese, the price 
being about one-third what it was| 
last year. As the Soviets who| 
reached Hailar during the conflict 
took away with them when they left} 
all the modern wool-presses belong- 
ing to the C.E.R. wool-cleaning and| 
pressing plant, the wool is now] 
being pressed by primitive presses 
that are privately owned. Thanks; 
to the drop in prices in New York, 
|and in Europe for furs and pelts, the 
foreign fur trade here in North:

TUFEI GANG BEATEN 
IN CHEKING 

From Our Own Conesroxoent 

Kashing, Aug. 30. 

From reports of parties wounded 
and brought to the Hospital here, 
it appears that the Tufei operating 
along the border of Kiangsu and 
Chekiang made a raid on Tao 
chwang, a market town due north 
of Kashing and near the provincial 
boundary, several days ago. Local 
police were overpowered after kill- 
ing some of the attackers and the 
town pillaged and citizens taken off. 

However, the water police with 
an “ironclad” launch with machine 
guns overtook the raiders, killed a 
umber, captured 25 boats used by 
them and released a number of 
bound captives on board. The blood 
spattered boats were towed to Kash- 
ing and literally thousands of our 
people went out to seo the results 
of the victory. It so happens that 
Kashing is connected by telephone 
with most of the outlying cities and 
towns. When reports come prompt- 
ly, the well equipped water-police 
can soon reach danger points. The 
Tufei seem to have their spies or 
informants everywhere, s0 that the 
raids are usually successful, unless 
caught as in the above instance. The 
larger. bands of Tufei around the 
‘hu when dispersed by the re- 
gular sol break up into small 
bands and prey on the small towns 
and country-side. 

When this continues for some 
time, the poorer country people be- 
come acquainted or even identified 
with the Tufei, partly to preserve| 
their own lives and possibly to share 

the loot. It is quite possible for 
the raiders to hide among the lonely 
huts at night and show up as inno- 
ent looking farm hands in the day 
time, Some districts are getting 
such’ a reputation, that travellers 
avoid them entirely. If one must, 
go, into such areas, poverty is the 
Dest insurance policy. 



































SERIOUS FLOODS IN 
MANCHURIA 


The continuous fall of rain in 


the | Manchuria has resulted, reported the 


“Eastern Times” on September 1, in. 
the most serious flood recorded for 
more than a century past. 
Beginning carly in August, the| 
rainfall was the heaviest during the| 
first fortnight of the month and tho! 
waters of the various rivers rose] 
to such dimensions that services on| 
the Peking-Mukden and the Sze-Tino} 
Railways, the latter being one of| 
‘the latest lines constructed by Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang, were in-| 
terrupted through wash-outs and the 
flooding of more than 20 districts. 


In Hsinming-hsien, it is said, the 
Liu, Liao and Yaoyang Rivers rose| 
to such an extent that they all burst 
their banks and flooded more than| 
1,600,000 mow of land which was! 
under cultivation, 62,700 farmers and 
their families being’ rendered home- 
less. Although the waters have since 
subsided considerably, the damage 
caused to the fields is estimated in| 
excess of $15,000,000, because the 
rushing flood ‘waters’ covered the 
farms with silt and sand and made 
them useless for agricultural pur- 
poses, for this year at least. In| 
addition, the crops which were 
nearly ready for reaping have been| 
totally destroyed. ‘The flood situation 
in this district is reported to be the 
most serious inasmuch as nearly 120 

lages were affected. 
In Hashin-hsien, the water rose 
to as high as 32 ft. at Muchang| 
Village. More than 70 villages were! 
inundated and the losses also aro} 
estimated in millio 

The rising waters of the Liu River! 
were responsible for considerable 
damage caused to the people of 
Suichung-hsien where 34 of the 70 
villages were totally swept away. 
More than 25,000 houses collapsed or|

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THE PEKING PRESS 
ATTACKS HOSPITAL 


Peking, Aug. 23. 

Half a dozen small Chinese news~ 
papers in Peking have launched & 
vigorous campaign against the Pe« 
king Union Medical College, the 
great institution endowed by Me, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr, to teach’ 
western’ medicine to Chinese, An 
incident which seemed of little ims 
portance to western observers was 
seized upon as the: basis for the 
campaign. 

An illiterate coolie was 
to tho college hospital 
from an obscure disease, was treat 
ed free of charge, and finally diet 
Doctors wished to perform an 
autopsy, and obtained written pore 
mission’ from the coolie’s brother, 
which the brother signed with a 
finger print because he could not 
write: 

But the man’s wife became greatly 
agitated when she eared the: 
autopsy had been performed, and 
demanded the arrest of two doctors: 
for “mutilating” her husband’s body. 
The doctors were held in gaol for 
24 hours, then released on bail. 
They were brought into court, and 
the Chinese judge finally released: 
them after he had confirmed. that 
the brother had given permission 
for the autopsy. 

‘This incident, which would attract 
no attention whatever in the west, 
‘was the principal item of ne 
weveral Chinese papers for days and 
weeks. Many papers bitterly at- 
tacked the Medical College, and one: 
referred to the hospital as “an ims 
perialist institution,” and to its 
Chinese doctors as “running dogs of: 
imperialism, 

Apparently only one newspaper, 
the Tientsin “Ta Kung Pao,” had 
the courage to denounce this’agita- 
tion, and to point out that tho 
Rockefeller hospital and medical 
college is treating thousands of 
Chinese free of charge every your, 
and teaching Chinese students tho 
yest in western medicine, 

At tho height of the agitation, 

newspaper, tho’ 
to inflame the pubs 
by printing a story of a kid~ 
napping in Tientsin. This paper 
stated that three Chinese kidnap~ 
pers admitted they had murdered 
young man, removed his brain, 
heart, and blood, and sold it to 
“foreign medical men” for the 
manufacture of medicines. 

Investigation reveals there was 
no basis whatever for this. story, 
Its danger lies in the fact that it 
revives a_ belief common among. 
ignorant Chinese that foreign doc- 
tors make their medicines by cutting 
up human bodies. When. foreign 
physicians first came to China, th 
caused riots and occasional ’ mas 
sacres because of this same super~ 
stition, The authorities took no 
action whatever against the paper 
that printed this inflammatory tale. 

‘An effort has been made to dis- 
cover why several Chinese news- 
papers shoul attack the Rocke- 
feller hospital upon such slender 
evidence. The only plausible ex- 
planation seems to be that Chiriese 
doctors of the old school influenced 
the attack, The extraordinary, pro- 
gress of wostern medicine in this 
country, which the Rockefeller. in- 
stitution has directed, is/frighton- 
ing the old schoo! ‘doctors, who 
feel their livelihood is threatened. 
Naturally, thoy do what they can 
to discourage the growth of western 
medicine. Apparently, they have 
enlisted the sympathy’ and support 
of Chinese newspapers. — United

‘ed civil war and brigandage and 
continued drought—prevailed for

By the gunboat Chibsin as far as}

“MOSQUITO” PAPE! 
HONGKONG 

Prox Ock OWN CoaREstoxDENT 

Hongkong, Aug. 30. 
‘The evil of the “mosquito” papers 
is brought to the attention of the 
general public when a nurse of 
Tung Wah hospital successfully| 
claimed $1,000 damages against the| 
editor of the “Tai Fh Huit” (Great 
Joy) before Justice J. R. Wood in 
the Summary Court. The substance 
‘of the libel said that the plaintiff 
was a young woman of low moral 
and that though she was not 
beautiful she had tried her best to 
attract men wlio visited the hospital. 
‘As she was a student nurse, she 
considered that the article in the 
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career after graduation next month. 
‘The authorities of the hospital took 
up the matter, but since the nurse 
is not rich enough to retain a 
barrister, Mr. M. K. Loo, a well 
Known local solicitor was asked to 
take up the case, At first it was 
Thought that the damages would 
certainly exceed over a thousand 
dollars in which case the plaintiff 
hhad to retain counsel to sue the 
newspaper editor in the original 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. 
Tt was finally decided to take pro- 
‘against the mosquito paper 
by asking $1,000 damages, and such 
suit could be brought before the 
summary jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court where solicitors could 
argue before the puisne judge. 

Mr, M. K, Loo is warmly con- 

gratalated for taking up the case 
‘on behalf of a defenceless woman 
who otherwise has no means of 
remedy or relief against mercenary 
Journalists and their abominable 
publications. It is understood that 
‘the solicitor undertook the case at 
a pecuniary loss in order to safe- 
guard victims against the scurrilous 
pens of unscrupulous writers. 
‘The government is urged to look 
into the activities of these “mos- 
quito” papers. The “China Mail” 
‘an English evening daily, enquired 
“how these papers have been allow- 
ed to-come into existence and 
whether slanderous articles in thes 
papers pass through the censors of 
the Secretary of Chinese affairs? 
Tt appears that these irresponsible 
journals are allowed more scope 
than bona fide Chinese dailies, and 
the sooner the Government looks 
into the matter, the better it, will 
be for all respectable citizens.” 

‘The Chinese residents wonder 

why the censors at the Secretary 
for Chinese ‘Affairs did permit the 
appearance of libellous and seandal- 
ous articles in the mosquito papers. 
It was believed that they are either 
too careless or do not have sufficient 
knowledge of the Chi 
to understand the i 
innuendoes of the crafty editorial 
writers. Very often the expressions 
of the mercenary writers are couch- 
‘ed in somewhat anvbiguous langu- 
‘age, though the inner meaning seems 
clear. ‘The respectable vernacular 
dailies always complain against the 
unnecessary deletion of important 
ble despatches by the censors, 
while they fail to hold libellous mat- 
ters against defenceless men and 
women. 
Like their contemporaries in 
Shanghai and Canton, the “mos- 
‘quito” papers in Hongkong have 
made good money. They usually 
‘come out once or twice a week, and 
their size is about one-fifth of the 
ordinary daily. For these reasons, 
the proprietor of such a paper 
need hire only one writer for the 
work. The cost of printing and 
editorial staff is very low, and the 
price is only one cent a copy. In 
most cases, a mosquito paper con- 
tains interesting matters about 
actresses, movie stars and high 
officials with plenty of “inside dope” 
ies, and the result 
fs the price is raised to $1 a copy. 
Recently one of these papers printed 
fa very absorbing story about the 
‘escapades of a well-known Cantonese 
movie star in Shanghai and her 
acquaintance with high officials in 
Nanking and Mukden. For such a 
“seaop” the paper made a handsome 
profit. 

Other “mosquito” papers are 
devoted to political matters and at- 
tack mostly Nanking officials for 
their maladministration and corrup- 
tion. The public like to read stuff

MORE TRAGEDY FOR 
KANSU 


Peking, Sept. 1. 

‘An earthquake and a disastrous 
hail storm and flood are reported 
from the distant destitute recesses 
of Kansu Province by Mr. G. Findlay 
Andrew, writing from Lanchow, 
Kansu, where he is taking charge of 
famine preventive Inbour relief pro- 
jects for the China International 
Famine Relief Commission. 

Tt is but two weeks ago that I 
stated that the great famine of 
Kansu might be written off as a 
thing of the past, for the splendid 
prospects for the coming autumn 
‘exops led one to believe that there 
‘soon would be a plentiful supply of 
{food within the province,” he writes 
under date of July 26, 

“Falling prices confirmed thi 

continues. “And now, ‘whereas, 
in most districts the outlook remains 
unchanged, yet in certain areas the 
people have been brought right 
down to the very depths of despair 
all in a few short hours. The scanty 
summer crops which were almost 
within reach of the sickle, and the 
sprouting autumn grain, were total- 
ly destroyed by’ hail, the like of 
thich has not been known in these 
parts within the memory of living 
man, In other places a violent rain- 
storm caused floods which in like 
‘manner destroyed the crops. 

“The bridge at Kan Tsao Tien, 
built by the relief workers last year, 
was destroyed by the torrent that 
came down the river. I was 
formed that large blocks of ice had

A SHORT SUMMER 
IN HANKOW 


Fost OcR Own ConmesronDenT 
Hankow, Sept. 3. 


‘Tho summer in Hankow this year 
has been an exceptionally short one. 
‘The thermometer did not reach 90 
[degrees till June 27, and reached st 
apparently for the last time this 
year on August 25, a spell of ex- 
actly sixty days. in view of the 
difficulties of getting a holiday this 
has been exceptionally fortunate for 
the residents. During the hot spell 
the temperature only fell below 90 
degrees on nine days and only on 
‘two of these nine did it go below 
185 degrees. There is really little to 
‘choose between 89 degrees, oF even 
87 degrees, and 90-degrees in moist 
Hankow. 


The trying spell was from June 
30 to July 30, for in those thirty-_ 
fone days the thermometer’ was only 
Jdown to 90 degrees twice, and on nine 
‘days it reached 100 degrees or 101 
Jdegrees. There was a recurrence of 
this great heat from August 7 to 19, 
and during those thirteen days the 
temperature only once went down to 
}92 degrees in the daytime and the 
‘maximum was again 101 degrees 
The minimum temperatures all 
through the summer have been com- 
paratively high, and as usual the 
breeze which has given a little relief 
in the daytime has died away at 
sunset, 




















‘The record on the watermark at 
the Customs House passed 20 ft. for 
the first time this summer on June 
8, and was only below that figure 
‘on seven days between that date 
and the end of August. The 40ft. 
‘mark was reached on June 24, after 
which there was a steady rise to

FOURTH KIDNAPPING 


CASE 


The fourth kidsapping to occar 
within a week was. carried out 
successfully on September 2, when 
Mr, Sien Anheu, Chief of the 
Personnel and Trust Depaztment of 
the Shanghai, Commercial & Savings 
Bank was abducted in a hire-car as 
hhe was leaving his home. Mr. Sien 
is a brother-tnlaw of Mr. Zai Ching- 
seng (S. 8. Shan), of the Mercantile 
Bank, and a graduate of the Univers- 
ity of Chicago, who was kidnapped 
in Sinza Road on August 29 and has 
rot yet been found, 

‘The kidnappers followed the 
method: used in the kidnapping of 
Mr. Tso Yang-san of the Standard 
Oil Company, who was sensationally 
released withig two and a half hours 
by detectives and police of Bubbling 
‘Well Station last Wednesday. Mr. 
Sien was seized just as he was 
entering a ear to go to office, and 
f¢riven off in the same car, which 
‘was later found abendoned near 
Pearce and Monument Roads, 

Mr. Sien does not own a ear, and 
sometimes goes to offico in a public 
riesha and sometimes in a hirecar 
ordered from the Asia” Garage, 
situated in Avenue Edward VII near 
Rue Chapsal. This is not far from| 
Mr. Sien’s house at Y41 Rue Brenier 
‘de Montmorand, near the corner of 
Avenue Joffre. = 

The kidnappers were, as usual, 
completely familiar with the habits| 
‘of their vietim and had apparently 
timed everything to a nicety. At} 

40 a.m, on September 2, Mr. Sien 
tepped out of his house to enter 
the “ear, bearing licence » No. 
12199, which had, just arrived. He 
reached the pavenient and was i 
mediately held up by a band of four 
‘armed men, one of whom stood near 
the chauffeur and covered him with 
his, pistol, 

Mr. Sien was orslered into the 
car, and one of the gang got 
next to the chauifeur with his pistol 

4 handy position, and ordered the 
latter to drive on. ‘The car left 
in a northerly. direction, and this 
was the last heard of it for an 
hour. “Mr. “Sien's family witness: 
ed the abduction and” an hour 
later informed the police, but despite| 
all efforts no trace of the car could

From later reports it appears that! 
‘chauffeur drove the car al 
various roads, until he came to| 
Lincoln Avenue. Here he was order-| 
ed to. get out, which he did, and the!

Station and reported the occurrence,

to the spot where he had been left.

[tion to the proposed inerease on the 
ground that, on Mareh 17, 1928, the 
Shanghai Municipal Council and tho 
‘Shanghai Waterworks Co. entered 
into an agreement, Article 13 of 
‘which stipulated that the Shanghai 
Waterworks Co, shall not increase 
its rates within two years from July 
1, 1929. An appendix to this agreo- 
ment further stipulated that, should 
‘the company intend: to increase its 
rates after the period mentioned, it 
must submit its new budget to the 
Council five months beforehand for 
approval. If the Council disagreed, 
footh the Council and the company 
should each appoint a representative 
to arbitrate in the matter, and, if 
the arbitrators failed to reach’ a 
agreement, the local British Consu 
General would render a final decision. 

The Chinese ratepayers consider 
that it is against the wish of the 
local residents and contrary to the 
spirit of the agreement that sie 
Waterworks Co. has proposed an 
increase in its rates. Accordingly, 
three resolutions were passed at the 
meeting. One was to the effect 
that a letter should bo sent to the 
Council, drawing Uhe attention to 
the above fact and suggesting that 
‘tho Council should reconsider the 
question of tho proposed increase 
jearefully. Another is to. the effect 
that a letter should be sent to the 
rc Councillors, urging them to 
oppose the proposed increase, and 
the third vosolution calls for a letter 
to real estate owners, requesting 
‘them not to onter into any new 
agreements with the Shanghai 
Waterworks Co. until this matter has 
been settlod.

Many Old Pickpockets 


With a tendency for crime to in- 

ereaso at the Change in season, a 
review of the past months of this 
year shows interesting figures. Re- 
‘cont comment on @ prevalence of, 
Diekpockets is shown to have been| 
handly justified, except that there 
has been a slight ‘increase in the 
last fortnight or s0. 

Statistics regarding snatching and 
poeket-pickirg and graphs ‘llustra- 
Live'of the number of cases record: 
anrests made, and the number of 
ested poople identified as having! 
previously convicted for the same! 
crime, have keen made available by 
the Shanghai Municipal Police and 
fare ‘published in this issue. In the| 
graphs of both these two crimes, 
it will be aéen that a large number 
of previous offenders are 
probably about 70 per cent, of the| 
total arrests, this showing that the 
police are pulling in the right men 
for these cases, 

In some parts of the graph it 
appears that there is a large dis- 
‘exepancy between the number of 
eases reported and the number of 
arres’s made. However, to take| 
snatching for instance, there is little 
‘chance of finding @ man who grabs 
‘a kag from behind his victim and 
runs away with nobody in the viein-

RUN ON ROUBLE BANK 
IN US. COURT ~ 


af-| When Mr. L. Kenake, of the 
S| U. S. Court for China, ‘started in 
giving roubles away on September 
G, it was a brief and diverting 
pastime, But after he gavel 
‘several thousand of them’ to| 
a reporter of the “North China 
Daily News” who promptly put 
the event into a small story, it be- 
came a rather boring amount of 
work, "Yesterday morning there 
was a run on the rouble bank in 
‘Shangtai, according to Mr. Kenake, 
who was kept busy all morning! 
passing worthless bills across} 
the ‘counter. ‘There are far 
foo many. people in Shangh: 
according to Mtr. Kenake, 
want Russian roubles for’ some| 
obscure reason. They may be hold- 
ing them in the hope that there 
will bo a reversal of fortune. They 
may paper the walls with them, or 
styff mattresses with them. But 
anyway they want them, and those 
swho do are not all Russians either. 
One gentleman came in and de- 
manded fifty thousand roubles, He 
explained why he wanted them, 
saying that he was going to pay 
off a bet of ancient standing to a 
Russian lady. The stock of roubles’ 
‘on top of the safe in the U.S. Court 
is almost completely demolished, 
Mr. Kenake says that people are 
always willing to collect any kind 
‘of money whether it is worthless or 
hot. The hardest kind of money to 
get rid of, according to Mr, Kenake 
who has tried it out, is the twenty 
dollar gold piece. For some. pay- 
chological reason people are rather’ 
‘dubious as to. whether or not the 
golden eagle is a slug. You can 
‘always throw them away, of course, 
and some persons will pick them 
up, bat it is the hardest thing in 
tthe world to sell anyone a twenty 
dollar gold piece for a dollar. 
There are not many twenty dollar 
sold pieces in Anteriea nov, — but 
before the war no one used” any- 
thing else in California. ‘They 
passed all right in that state but 
‘every time one was offered in New 
York’ it had to be taken to a bank 
end be properly identified. 


US. Court Giving Away Rouble 


Mr. L. Kenake, of the U.S. Court 
for China, was giving Russian 
roubles to chance visitors on Sept- 
ember 5. He had three enormous 
stacks of them on top of the safe, 
fone Inbelied “Bons du Tresor de 
Cinq Mille roubles. Remboursable 
Te 10 Octobre 1920,” one labelled 
“Treasury Bill of Two Hundred and 
Fifty roubles. Payable on 
1920, 
sury Bill of Fifty roubles Pa; 
on 1 July 1920." 

There are, however, fifty-five 
thousand bona fide roubles locked up. 
in the U.S. Court for China 
[which will stay there until the safe 
is blown up or otherwise destroyed.

Several 
years ago a man in Shanghai took 
out a life insurance policy and paid 
his premiums in roubles, fifty-five 
thousand dollars worth, in the days

paid to him, in roubles, in the days 
when roubles did not mean moncy.

ZIMBALIST AT THE 
EMBASSY 


‘Those who were present at the 
‘Tmbassy Theatre on September 7 to 
hear the famous violinist Efrem 
Zimbalist ean congratulate them- 
‘selves on having listened to what 
certainly was one of the finest 
‘musical entertainments ever given 
in the Far East. It is something 
to hear such works as Bach's 
Praeludium and Glazounow's Con- 
certo; it was still more to hear 
them’ played as. they were played 
by Zimbalist, His rendering of 
the latter in particular, as a piece 
of brilliant virtuosity and as an 
example of remarkable command 
‘over the instrument, will be lo 
remembered, Tt was a most tak- 
ing composition, and in spite of 
its enormous difficulties was played 
with unsurpassable ease and spirit. 

‘The Pracludium, which opened 
the varied programme, was typical, 
of Bach; it started abruptly, and, 
if one may say so, with a’ trace 
of incoherence, but it was brought 
to a close with the greatest possible 
effect of finality and climax. 
Zimbalist_made its harmonies re- 
turn to the original again and 
‘again with a loveliness that was’ 
haunting. 

‘There followed the hitherto un- 
heard of Suite Bizarre of Achron. 
Its eight movements came well to- 
gether, cach equally remarkable for 
the unique texture of the string writ 
ing which was consistently expres- 
sive, and each distinguished by a 
remarkable sonority.

Almost equally outstanding in a 
remarkable evening's entertainment,

In the first-named, 
Zimbalist showed that his versatility

Another piracy is recorded in the 
Chinese newspapers, this having 
taken place on September 1 at a 
place known as Niutengchien, on the 
upper reaches of the Whangpoo 
River, ‘The Ching Kee Inland 8. N. 
Co's launch Hsin Ching Yuan was 
on her way to Pinghu, Chekiang, 
from Shanghai when the affair hap- 
pened, scorex of desperadoes clam 
bering on board from junks after 
firing a volley of shots which 
brought the vessel to a halt. The 
Hsing Ching Yuan had  severat 
junks in tow at the time and these.

Snatching and pocket-picking ap- 
parently is Eecoming a couple of 
favourite avocations of criminals for 
the records of the Shanghai Special 
District Court show an amazing in- 
‘crease in the number of these off- 
fenées daring recent months. Some| 
ingenious excuses are given by the 
‘men when they are arraigned but 
the Chinese Judges are detertiined 
that the only way to suppress the 
two evils is to send the offenders to| 
prison for a reasonably long, period | 
in order that they may have time to 
think over their crimes. 

It was only recently that mention 
|seas made in the “North-China Daily 
‘News” of the severe sentences which 
are being meted out, ranging from 
‘six months to two years, all depend- 
jing. on whether the prisoners have 
served previous sentences or not, 
[bet apparently these are no deter-_ 
[vent for, in spite of the vigilance 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police, 
‘snatching and pocket-pickings are on 
the increase. If may te recalled 
that one of the Assistant Memicipal 
‘Adivoostes who prosecuted im a re- 
lcent case asked the Court to impose 
the maximum sentence.

‘The Chairman of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council (Brig.-Gen. E. B. 
Macnaghten) has sent a letter to 
Mr. E. 8. Cunningham, Senior Con- 
sul, protesting against the action of 
the River Police in attempting to 
prevent the Public Works Depart- 
ment from constructing a landing 
jetty on the Soochow Creek at Mark- 
hham Road and in arresting and de- 
‘taining the foreman of the contrac- 
tor undertaking the work. 

The Senior Consul has also teen 
approached by Mr. Stirling Fessen- 
den, Director-General, with the ob- 
ject of obtaining consular approval 
fof the Couneil scheme.

GALLANT RESCUE AT 
WOOSUNG 





ried out last Friday has just come 
to light, the plunging overboard of 
‘a ship's engiveer officer at Woo- 
sung to help a brother engineer 
‘who had fallen overboard. The hero 
of the occasion is Mr. D. F. Strat 
ton, supernumerary 3rd Engineer 
lof the str. Hsin Peking. 

‘The Hsin Peking, of the China 
‘Navigation Go's fleet, runs regula 
ly between Shanghai and Ningpo, 
and last Friday was on her way 
outward bound. ‘The incident oc- 
Jcurred outside Woosung, just be- 
fore darkcess fell, but fortunately 
‘there was sufficient light to see 
‘and room for the ship to be swung 
around and a boat launched, which 
successfully picked up the rescuer 
‘and rescued. 

‘The man who fell overboard 1s 
Mr, C. F. Hudson, the 2nd Engineer, 
who, it was subsequently realized, 
hhad’ been suffering from stomach 
trouble. Mr. Hudson was taken ill 
,, and rashed to the railing 
‘of the boat deck, on the port side 
Jof which the engineers’ cabins are 
situated. 

‘The rail is not very high, and 
Mr. Hudson is fairly tall. He sud- 
denly went faint and the next thing 
he knew was that he was in the 
water. 

‘Nobody on the boat deck saw the 
‘aceident, but it was observed by 
Mr, Stratton, who was standing oa 
the saloon deck just below. With- 
out pausing an instant, Mr. Strat 
ton climbed on to the rail and dived 
after Mr, Hudson, not pausing to 
remove any of his clothing. 

‘Mr. Hudson had fallen from a 
height of some 5 feet into the 
water, and Mr. Stratton's dive must 
have been from over 25 feet. When 
it is realized that the ship was tra- 
yelling at 12 knots it will be seen 
that the dive was full of danger, 
Jas Mr, Stratton might easily hav 
been knocked out on hitting the 
water, To this must be added the 
fxtreme danger of being, Bit by &

Mr. Stratton’s dive was seen’ 
by a Chinese quartermaster, | who| 
promptly raised the shout of “man 
Overboard.”

‘according to the official report. The 
rescuer, who is a strong swimmer, 
‘soon got to Mr. Hudson and assist 
fed him to keep afloat until a ship's 
oat arrived and took them both on 
board. From the time of the falling 
overboard to the return of the lif 
‘boat to the ship occupied 25 minutes.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE OF 
AVIATOR 


Dejected because his parents in- 
sisted on his resigning his command, 
Capt. Wu Teh-hu, a young Cantonese 
air squadron commander in Nanking 
for the past two years, attempted 
to commit suicide by taking a dose 
of opium in his house off North 
Szechuen Road, on September 6, 

Capt. Wu received a salary of 
'$240 a fnonth which enabled him to 
live fairly comfortably in the 
interior. As he was unmarried, his. 
parents suggested that he should 
remit some of his earnings fo them 
each month so that they could save 
it and affiance him to a girl of their| 
choice. This did not coincide with 
Capt. ‘Wu's ideas for he failed to 
lobey the order. Such refusal greatly 
angered his parents who feared that 
their son might have been led astray 
in the capital so they wrote and 
ordered him to come to Shangai at 
lonce to talk the matter over. Acc 
ingly, Capt, Wa returned to Shanghai 
several and his parente 
told him to fesign at once and to} 
[find another job locally. 

Capt. Wa is said to have replied] 
that fierce fighting was still going 
‘on between the Gavernment troops 
and the ‘northern rebels, that it 
was his duty to render his servicer 
to the Government, nad that it wat 
not his intention to resign at thit 
time. Hearing this, the mother! 
severely reprimanded the young man 
who became 0 dejected that he| 
took a dose of opium on Sunday 
afternoon.

A highly interesting commentary 
on the trade of Shanghai during 
the year 1920 is contained in the 
report of the Statistical Secretary 
fof the Chinese Maritime Customs, 
He says: 

In spite of the good prospects 
and. optimism that prevailed at 
Shanghai during the early part of 
Be year, from a commercial poi 

of view the past 12 months cannot 
be said to have been satisfactory. 
‘As the year progressed, optimism 
faded, failures of harvests were rife, 
and droughts and famine devastated 
‘wide areas. Spasmodic outbreaks 
and constant threats of war, with 

s inevitable complement of ‘inters 
[ference with trade by Tand and river, 
tended to unsettle markets and to 
shake commercial confidence. AS 
final factors eame the sudden and 
unprecedented fall in the value of 

Iver and the sensational slump on 

we New York and local stock 
markets. 

‘The only relief ta this gloomy 
yetrospect was the eal estate mar- 
Ket, which experienced one of | the 
most satisfactory periods of trad- 
ing on record, 

‘The total tonnage of vessels enter= 
Jed and cleared amounted to 35,869, 
560 tons, an inerease of approxims 
ately 1.35 million tons over the 
figures of 1928, marking yet another 
high record, ‘The most noticeable 
drop—over 800,000 tons—is found 
in the Chinese figure, which repre 
ents a low record, and it is inter 
esting to note that the steady in- 
crease of the German flag has again 
continued. 

Much of the improvement in the 
‘cotton piece goods trade recorded in 
1028 was maintained, and, apart 
from a week’s break in the sales 
































in December, the auctions were 
carried on continuously throughout 
the year, though at ono time the 





weekly quantities were reduced, 

The year witnessed tremendous 
building activity, especially in tho 
Foreign, Settlements, and importa-

The market in heavy industrial 
chemicals was brisk though ham} 
ed by disturbances in the interior, 
and there is strong reason for be- 
lief that, given peace and tranquil- 

1a definite boom in these goods 
is likely to occur, 

The sugar market during the first 
eight months of the year was nor- 
mal. Subsequently, increased im- 
ports and the fall’ in the price of 
silver engendered a very unsound 
and unhealthy influence, and it is 
stated that sugar merchants “in 
Shanghai suffered losses amounting. 
to anywhere between two million 
jand four million tacls. At the close 
of the year the market was weak on 
account of the large stocks held, 
‘and prospect for 1930 are distinct 












































The year has been a period of 
exceptional profits for local cotton 
mills, To such an extent was de- 
mand good that for months buyers 
were apportioned yarn as it’ was 
madé, and. many orders have beeri 
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placed for extensions to © 
mills. 

Of other exports, the decline in 
‘ayy hides generally, which started 
during the second half of 1928 and 
continued through the whole of 
1929, was precipitated by heavy’ 
eattle-slaughtering in South Amer- 
fea owing to severe droughts. 

‘The ten season on the whole prov- 
ed a disastrous one for Chinese 
growers and far from satisfactory, 
for foreign houses. Prices for fine 
tens were fairly well maintained, 
Dut the quantities of medium and 
‘common grades put on the market 
met with a very poor reception, and 
prices slumped heavily. 

Steain silk filatures have 
Iabouring under the burden of 
‘ost of production. Cocoon prices 
Wave been too high, and the cost of 
Tabour has been steadily increasing, 
With the result that at the end of| 
the year filatures found themselves 
in a very precarious position, the 
selling price being below cost, and 
a number of filatures were forced 
to close down. There is still no im 
Provement in quality to be noted, 
But the demands from the con 
ing markets are for better quali 
and complaints about unsat 
ory deliveries have again been num- 
erous. 

Business in eggs anil egg products 
continues to be one of increasing 
importance in the Shanghai export 
trade, ‘The demand from abroad for 
res in shell was good, and fair’ 
‘quantities were shipped’ throughout 

+ the spring and summer, while the 

‘United States purchased increased 
quantities of all dried eger products 
From January to the close of the 
year, month after month with the 
fole exception of May, a consistent 
increase in the stocks of silver held 
here took place.

The drop is accouated for by the 
fact that, for some large

riving from the 
provinees, such as Hunan, Kiangsi 
and Anhui. With the crisis caused 
by the excessive prices which result- 
ed from a general shortage of the 
grain averted and with local stocks 
replenished, it is not surprising that 
there should be a fall in price but 
local rice merchants informed the

Mr. A. Payne, for the compl 
fant company, said that two meter 
eaders went round monthly and it 
was surmised thab accused knew 
when the reader was coming, fer, 
when the latter came, accused re- 
moved the plug and uso the current 
through the metcr. The reader look 
ed-at the meter only and not at 
the fuses. ‘The company discovered 
the lareeny through their books, and 
witness was sent to make inquiries 
fas to the cause. Accused should 
hhave used 56 units a month but only 
11 were used. The company thought 
that something was wrong with the 
meter so it was changed in July, 
1919, but the slow registering ‘con- 
tinued. When the investigation was 
made in the present case, a fixture 
vwas found tehind the picture frame 
in accused's bedroom. 

‘Accused said that he had hired an 
upstairs room from another man 
bat now he had taken over the whole 
house, He had paid the electricity 
BIN for one quarter only.

hhim to hand over $400, 

Mr. Y. D, Wong, Assistant 
Municipal Advoeate, prosecuted and 
he informed the Court that accused 
were arrested at the Tung Yih 
Lodging House at 346 Avenue 
Edward VII between 7 and 8 o'clock 
on Saturday evening. ‘They had 
sent soven threatening letters to 
complainant, in one of which was 
cnelosed a rifle bullet which was i 
tended to intimidate complainant 
into meeting their demands. 

Complainant paid them $400 and 
this sum was divided threo 
sums, $200, $50 and $150.

JUDGMENT AGAINST

London, Sept. 2. 

An award of 218,000,000, earry= 
ing interest at the rate of 12 per 
cent. from the date of the award, 
‘was made in London to-day against 
the Soviet Government in favour of 
the Lena Gold Fields Co. by the 
Court of Axbitration, which was 
composed of Dr. Stutzer (Germany) 
and Sir Leslie Scott (England), ‘The 
Court found there had been an in- 
Sringement of the Company's con- 
cession agreement, 

The Soviet Government was re- 
prevented at the preliminary hearing 
in Germany, but subsequently with: 
drow from the proceedings. 

Tho company, which is English, 
invested millions of pounds in tt 
Concession (in West Siberia) at 
employed 15,000 people. 

It is alleged that, besides breachos. 
of agreement, many members of the 
Company's staff were accused of 
being political spies and industriat 
saboteurs, 

The Court directed the Soviet 
Government to pay half the costs, 
Jand announced the concession agree= 
‘ment dissolved,

iting of the Court 
of Arbitration on May 10 in Berlin, 
the President, Dr. Stutzer, announeé 
that the arbitrator appointed by the 
Soviet had failed to appear. ‘The 
Soviet, he declared, had telograpkod 
declaring that the “Lena Gold Fields 
[Co, had in fact cancelled the cone 
sion agreement, thereby causing the 
Court, of Arbitration to cease to 
exist.” 

Following this statement, a re- 
presentative of the Lena Gold Fields 
Co. made 
the company did not 
concession as cancelled. He sub- 
mitted that neither party was 
entitled to cancel it and that. tho 
only authority empowered to do so 
was the Court of Arbitration, 

‘The Court found the concession 
lageeement still operative and stated 
that the jurisdiction of the Court 
was consequently unimpaired It 
also decided that its future sittings 
should he publie.—Reuter,

GOES HOME 


R ‘Tromsoe, Sept, 1. 
- To-night, ten days after the world| 
first learned of the recovery of the: 
remains of the members of the

‘ed the spot on White Island where! 
thelr remains were found, only 
after a long march as appeared from 
their badly worn clothing and the 
state of the runners of their sleigh, 

Andrée and his two companic 
Horn continued, probably reached 
White Island in September and, 
having plenty of ammunition, Ti 
on birds until they succumbed to 
the cold, A loaded rifle was found 
Veside the body of Andree in| 
addition to a small cooking oven 
and a plate with the rest of a 
jneal.

2—The Loan Council shall not 
raise further overseas loans until 
the existing short-term indebtednes 
hhas been completely dealt with. 

3—Approval shall not be given 
te undertaking, new unreproductive 
—In order to secure the regular’ 
service of the public debt from rev. 
enue, all interest payments shall 
‘be made to a special account in the 
Commonwealth Bank solely for the 
payment of interest. 

—The Commonwealth and State 
Treasures shall publish monthly in 
‘Australia and overseas a uniform 
summary of budget and revenue 
expenditure, the position of the 
short-term ‘debt and the state of 
the Loan Account.

Oranges Cheaper in Paris 

Oranges will be cheaper in Parl

The 
capital's numerous official ‘build 
ings needed protection, which of| 
course costs money, and it was 
only right that the State, as the 
cashier of the whole ‘country, 
should do something to relieve 
the burden on the “ratepayers of 
Unfortunately, if we may believe 
the oft-repeated statements of 
authorized representatives of the 
‘Municipal Council, the State has 
not carried out its promise, 
Cabinets have come and gone but} 
have either omitted to ask Parlia- 
ment for the necessary credits or 
have failed to get them voted, and 
the result is that the city regards 
the State in the light of a bad 
debtor whose promises are not to 
be trusted. Last year the coun 
cillor who drew up the report on 
the city Budget made some strong 
observations on this point, and 
went so far as to suggest that the 
Council should go on strike and 
refuse to vote its Budget unless 
the State paid up.

INCONSEQUENCES

Novels of the period and 
lessayists record that in the 18th 
century the art of conversation 
was stimulated by those forms of 
entertainment known as salons. 
‘The modern man or woman 
would hesitate to be sceptical 
about the flow of reason and wit 
which scintillated on these 
occasions, but it certainly seems 
the art then cultivated has 
fallen into decay. Whether the 
after-dinner speech or the debat- 
ing society is supposed to replace 
them in the modern social system 
is a matter for conjecture, ft 
may be surmised that the daring 
lady who attempted, either in 
London or Shanghai, to summon 
a gathering of her friends to 

conversa- 
ying a task 
doomed to failure. Chelsea stiil 
produces its meetings of young 
iconoclasts who earn much 
notoriety in their little circle and 
ive themselves a good deal of 
pleasure by holding mass meet- 
ings, as it were, of protest 
against all forms of convention. 

This outlet for wit has be- 
come very stereotyped, partly 
because the outraging of conven- 
jon is nowadays so difficult a 
task when there are so few con- 
ventions left.

great harm is done, But’ the 
swift transition from discussion 
of The excellence of the band and 
the spring of the dance floor to 
the difficulties of being a mis- 
understood and neglected spouse 
may sometimes be exceedingly 
swift and inevitably provocative 
of trouble, In the ideal world 
of the future, all conversation 
may be abolished entirely, and 
after dinner guests will sit 
mutely in a circle to hear ¢} 
loud speaker deliver its 
moralisings for their edification 
and mental improvement. 

- But possibly the ideal world 
will abolish dinner parties al- 
together, and relieve both guests 
and hosts of those disquietudes 
which tend to make of such 
functions ordeals more dreaded 
than any in the daily round, The 
relief which moral delinquents 
afford, either by their presence 
or their absence, on these oc- 
casions is but imperfectly under 
‘ood. ‘There is, for example, the 
inpunctual guest. He, or she, 
is a person for which every 
hostess should be grateful. The 
ingenuity with which the un- 
punetuality is explained, in spite 
of the fact that everyone present 
is fully aware that it is no re- 
cently-acquired habit, must fil 
the fair-minded man with ad- 
miration each time the un- 
punctual one has discovered 
some fresh source of inspiration, 
‘There is the annoying block in 
the traffic, the unexpected tele- 
phone message, or the idiosyn- 
crasy of the municipality in 
numbering the house. ‘The real 
artist in unpunctuality is not 
ruffled, He does not rush in with 
an effusive apology. He has a far 
better mode of attack, He 
leisurely hands his coat and hat 
to the assigned attendant, strolls 
pleasantly in to the crowded 
drawing-room, accepts the 
cigarette and.the cocktail with 
the comfortable air of having the 
‘whole evening before him, and 
ig negligently scrupulous to 
glance at the accusing clock, but 
just as scrupulous in refusing 
to comment on its story. 

‘When the time comes for din- 
ner to be announced, he does not 
foolishly apologize, but treats 
the announcement as if it were 
an unexpected interruption in 
the pleasure of the hospitable 
preliminaries which an unwilling 
hhost has thrust upon him. His 





















































procedure is dictated by the very

For had he not been late, the 
hhost and hostess would have been 
confronted still by a phalanx of 
awkward figures who had hardly 
said an intelligible word to each 
other.
